Madame, 


H E excellent Art of Muſick, was thought by many 
of the Wiſeſt Ancients, to have derived its Original 
immediately from Heaven ; as one of the Firſt, moſt 

beneficial Gifts of the Divine Goodneſs to Mankind : thereby to 

draw and allure, the old, rude, and uutaught World, into Civil 

Societies; and ſo to ſoften and prepare their Minds for the eaſier 

reception of all other Accompliſbments of Wiſdom and Vertue. 


The moſt Learned of the Ancient Heathens, the Greeks, 
were ſo much of this Opinion, that they carried their Veneration 
for this Admirable Faculty too far. They believed they could 
not do it right, but by aſſigning to it, for its Proteftion and Im- 
provement, ſome peculiar tutelary Gods of its owu. Nay, when 
to all the other Ornaments and Perfe1ons of human Life, they 
ſeldom appointed more than one fingle Detty to preſide over each 


of them, to Mufick alone they allotted a greater number of 
Guar=

Guardian Divinities than to any of the reſt ; ſome of the Male, 
but moſt of the Female and Fairer Sex. 7 


They were indeed miſtaken, when they beſtowd on 1t theſe Fa- 
bulous Honours ; and they made but ill Gods of thoſe Men and 
Women, who would have done excellently well, if they had only 
paſſed for Patrons of it, or Inventors 1n 1t, as they really were. 


But in all times of the truer Antiquity, even amongſt God's 
own peculiar People, we find this moſt inſtru#1ve and delight= 


ful Skill aid always meet mith its due and deſersd Honours, 
ſhort of Idolatry, and within the bounds of Sobriety and Decency. 


Thus we read in the Holy Scriptures, not long after the 
Hiſtory of the Creation, the Name of the Man 1s Solemnly re- 
corded with Renown, among the Founders of Nations, who was 


the firſe Inventor of the Harp and the Organ. 


And undoubtedly, there was never any Ape of the true Charch 


_ afterwards, whether Jewiſh, or Chriſtian, wherein the Sacred 


delights of Muſick were not admitted, to bear an eminent Part 
n the Worſhip of the True God. 


In the Jewilh Church, 2t 1s certain, that even before the 
Temple it ſelf was built, while it was yet only in Defign, God 
Inſpir'd David, the Man after his own Heart, to Compoſe be= 


fore-band, the Hymns and Divine Anthems that mere to br

And the thoice of the Perſon for that Work, was infinitely for 
the dignity of the Art: Since no leſs a Man, than the chief of 
their Monarchs, and the greateſt of their Conquerors, Was or- 
dained by God, to be their Poet and Muſician on that occa- 


ſon. 


And it were eaſy to prove, that the ſame Celeſtial Spirit of 
Mufical Concord and Harmony, was all along cheriſhed and 
entertained in the Chriſtian Church, during the very beſt Times 
of 1ts pureſt DofFrines and Devotions. 


It will be enough, only to mention one undemable Inſtance, That, 
in the Primitive Ape, during the cruelleſs Perſecutions, in their | 
moſt Private and Nightly Aſſemblies, the Chriſtians of that 
early Time, as Pliny informed Trajan, remarkably diſtin- 
gutſb'd themſelves, by their alternate $ nging of Pſalms, an4 
Spiritual Songs.” 


Such, Madame, bave been always the Employment of the $u- 
blime Art of Muſick, to teach and cultivate Humanity ; to 
Croihize Nations; to Adorn Courts; to Inſpirit Armies ; to 
| Inſpire Temples and Churches ; to ſweeten and reform the fierce 
and barbarous Paſſuns ; to excite the Brave and the Magnan- 
mous ; and, above all, to inflame the Pious and the Devaur. 


For theſe Reaſons, it bas all along recei'd the Encourage- 
ment and Favour of the Greateſt, the Wiſeſt, the moſt Religious,
